CHAPTER XXXII.
An Act to Define the Boundaries of Otler Tuil County.

PREAMEBLE.

Whereas, The acts passed in 1860 and 1861, definin
the boundaries of Otter Tail county, were made to depcn§
for their validity upon proclamation by the Governor, of
their adoption by a majority of the e¢lectors of said
county ; und

W hereas, No certified statement of such votes has been
filed in the office of the Secretary of State, as required
by joint resolution, approved March 8th, 1861 ; an

IV' hereas, No proof exists, that said county is properly
organized, which would require submission of such laws
to the electors of the county; but

Whereas, It is afirmed and understood, that the act
of 1860 was adopted by the people in the manner re-
quired ; therefore in order to remove all uncertainty as
to the boundaries of said county,

Ba it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota :

Brorros 1. That the boundaries of Otter Tail county

be and the same are hereby established as in the acts ap-

roved March 10, 1860, and March 8, 1861, and are as
ollows :

Beginning at the north west corner of township one
hundred and thirty-seven, of range forty-three; thence
eastwardly on the line between townships one hundred
and thirty-seven and one hundred and thirty-eight, to the
north east corner of township one hundre&y and thirty-
seven, of range thirtfr-six; thence southwardly on the
line between ranges thirty-five and thirty-six, to the south
east corner of township one hundred and thirty-one, of
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range thirty-six; thence westwardly on the line hetween
townships one hundred and thirty aud one hundred and
thirty-one, to the southwest corner of township one hun-
dred and thirty-one, of range forty-th.ce; thence north-
wardly on the line between ranges forty-three and forty-
four, to the place of beginning,.

Sec. 2. That all acts or parts of acts inconsistent with
this act, be and the sane are hereby repealed.

Sec. 8. This act shall take effect trom and after its

passage.

CHAPTER XXXIII.

An Act changing the name of the County of Breckens
ridge to the County of Clay.

Be it enacied by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota:

Sectrox 1. That the county in Minnesota, known and
designated as the county of Breckenridge, be, and the Chege ofas
same hereby is changed so that it shall hereatter be called
the county of Clay.

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect and be in foree from
and after its passage.
